52 K H. MUDD WRITES TO DRS. FIN- 
WEY AND FORSTER. 


Wie Gays That He Intended No Refiec- 
tilonse—Dr. Forster Says That the Let- 
tors of Dr. Hughes Speak for Them- 
selves—Dr. Hough’s Joke Starts Wild 
Reports. 


The medical row over the charges that dis 
crimination was practiced, tothe detriment 
of certain medical colleges, in the matter of 
the recent examination for assistants at the 
City Hospital, bids fair to be continued 
indefinitely. 

The charges made are that certain colleges, 
other than the st. Louis and Barnes Medical 
Colleges, received abstracts of the questions 
to be propounded to the students of these 
various colleges who were applicants for the 
positions of assistants at the hospitals, sub- 
ject to the result of the competitive 
examination recently herd at the 
city Hall. Dr. 0. H. Hughes 
ofthe Barnes Medical College faculty and 
Dr. H. H. Mudd, Dean of the St. Louis Col- 
lege faculty, have both been placed on rec- 
ord as having made statements to the effec 
that such discrimination had been made 
Against their students. The former wrotea 
letter to Health Commissioner Brennan, in 
which he asked that oficial to procure for 
him abstracts of the questions to be pro- 
pounded, having heard that other colleges 
had them. He wrote a second letter stating 
that he didnot mean to ask anything only 
an outline of the courses of study upon 
which the questions would be founded. Dr. 
H. H. Mudd was reported as having stated 
that two students of his college had been of- 
fered the abstracts, but afterward he denied 
having made this statement. Since then Dr. 
Hughes has been carrying on the war be- 
tween the Board of Health and himeelf. 

A basis for these sensational charges made 
against the integrity of Drs. A. ©, Kobinson 
and Forster of the Board of Health has been 
and 
fallingtofindany studentsof the st. Louis 
Medical College who had been offered the ab- 
Stracts, for a consideration, it was con- 
cludea that some other cause rested behind 
the ugly statements. There have been med 
ical disputes wherever medicine has been 
practiced, and in St. Louis the chief point in 
Gispute is the capability of a student aftera 
two-year term or a three-year term to prac- 
tice medicine intelligently. The st. Louls 
Medical College, of which Dr. H. H. Mudd is 
the leader of the faculty, has, for 
the past elght years, been the exponent 
of the three-year term, and as such had 

sed, in the estimation of a great many 

racticing physicians, as the superior ofall 
ts competitors. This third-term idea reached 
such an tissue as to become em- 
Dodied in a bill before the State Legislature, 
making it obligatory’ that 
term of study should 
graduates a 
in Missouri, This 
Apparenthy a frivoious one, has aroused a 
ratherunfriendly feeling between the col- 
leges at variance. 

PROBABLE EXPLANATION OF CHARGES. 

On the strength of the boasted superiority 
of the St. Louis Medical College and its three- 

gar term, a year ago it became, by selec- 

jon, the medical department of the Wash- 
ington University, further adding to the jeal- 
ousies and prejudices of itsrivais. The re- 
cent examinations of students for the assist- 
ants’ berths at the hospitals, was the 
first opportunity given the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Washington University to prove 
itself a superior college to the others ani! also 
to vindicate the claims of Dr. Mudd thata 
third term was the proper course for a med- 
— student to take. When the exainination 

—— the various appiicants of the different 
colleges having Deen seated, they were ad- 
Gressed by Dr. A. C. Robinson, who asked 
any Manamongthem to stand up if he had 
heard or could prove that the examination 
about to take place was anything but square. 
No one stood üp. There were seven canal- 
dates of the St. Louis Medical College in that 
Aggregation of prospective ‘‘saw-bones’’ 
mo represented the third-term theory. 
The others were two-term scholars, 
bu when the Examining Committee 
completed its labors and figured out ihe per- 
centage of the different candidates, only one 
of the seven students of the St. Louis Medical 
College had been found capable to li the po- 
sition of assistant at the C ty Hospital. This 
was not considered a brilliant showing or 
even convincing proof of the efficacy of the 
third term theory. as the other colleges 
showed that they could teach more medicine 
in two years than was taught in the stringent 
third term institutions. 

Every pledge, but sworn amdavit, has been 
wrung from Drs. Robinson and Forster of 
the Board of Health and Dr. Seward Finney, 
its Secretary, to prove that abstracts of the

The Board of 
Trustees in turn is sald to have been urged

PIRATES CAPTURED. 


Taken by a Chinese War Junk Disguised 
as a Merchantman. 


Sax Fraxcisco, April 22.—The steamer 
Belgic, which arrived at midnight last 
night, brings news of the capture recently 
near Lachow Island, by a war junk disguised 
asa merchantman, of a formidable basd 
of pirates, who for the past 
eight or nine months had made them- 
selves by their ferocity and bioodthirs tiness. 
the terror of all junks trading between 
Ningpo, Tachow and Wenchow. Of the 
fifty-one pirates on board the buccaneering 
craft, only eleven men were 
captured alive, the remainder be- 
ing killed in a desperate attempt 


to repulse the attack of the sailors on board 
the war junk, who though inferior in num- 
ders to the pirates ~ we! attacked the

fighting men on te 
ing the captain and the 
officer of the war junk. A curious incident 
in connection with the case is the capture or 
death of thirteen Buddhist monks, who 
were found fighting side by side with the 
pirates and proved to be the most desperate 
men in the lot. These monks are very 
probably the same band that madea raid 
uponanunnery near Tingpal in December 
last and carried away the youngest and 
pretticst of the votaries, gagging 
the ugly ones in a cruel manner, 
and throwing them under the great altar, 
wherethe poor creatures were found two 
days afterwards nearly famished to death, 
The Belgie also brings 600 Chinese, 220 of 
them for the World’s Fair, the others 
distened for Havana and other "cities, 


BOOTH DYING. 


His Physician Said to Be Concealing the 
Actor’s Real Condition. 


New York, April 22,2 p. m.—The latest in- 
formation obtainable about Mr. Booth’s con- 
dition is that he is dying and that his death 
is only a question of a few hours. It would 
appear that Dr. Smith, his physician, 
is endeavoring to conceal his real 
condition. He called at the Players’ 
Club at 1 o’clock and coming to the 
door of the house stated that he considered 
his patientimproved. On top of this, a half 
hour later comes the statement from Mr. 
Booth’s brother-in-law, Mr. McGonegal, that 
Mr. Booth is unconscious half the time, at 
intervals only being sensible of what is 
passi ng about him. 


WINTER WHEAT. 


The Outlook in Ohio, Illinois, Michigan, 
Indian+, Missouri and Kansss. 


ToLepo, O., April 22.—During the past 
four days reports have been received from 
8,825 leading grain dealers and millers, cov- 
ering every county of the six great winter 
States which raise two-thirds of the winter 
wheat in the Union. 

Ohio makes the most favorable showing. 
Two-thirds of the reports say excellent, 
and the remainder report an average crop. 
Ohio raised about 40,000,000 bushels per year. 


Most of the reperts note an improvement 
since April 1. an’ the averageecondition is 
somewhat betterthana yearago. The area 
sown was almost as large as the previous 
fall and very little was winter killed. 

Kansas, which last year raised 71,000,000 
bushels, or nearly as much as Illinois, Mis- 
souri and Michigan combined, now has the 
poorest prospect and for not much over half 
a crop. The condition is still growing worse; 
while the area sown was inc eased a little, 
there isa much larger amount than usual 
being plowed up. 

Indiana reports indicate fully an average 
crop. The condition has been improved, but 
does not average quite as good as a year ago, 
when they raised 40,000,000 bushels. Ihe 
area sown there was a trifie less, but not 
over the usual amount has been plowed up. 

Illinois, Michigan and Missouri now promise 
below an average and all about the same. 
They raised about 25,000,000 bushels last year. 
Missouri! and Illinois show no material change 
recently, butgMichigan has been improving. 
Illinois and Missouri have a poor- 
er outlook than a year ago and 
Michigan only a trifie worse. The area 
sown in Missouri was fully as muchas tue 
previous fall and almost as much as in Illinols 
and Michigan. Illinois reports nearly a 
quarter plowed up, Missouri nearly a fifth 
and Michigan a trifie more than the usual 
amount. 

About a quarter of the lastcrop yet remains 
In those States. Michigan has the largest 

ercentage left, Ohio nearly as much, whiie 
liinois and Missouri have the least. 


VETOED THE BILL. 


Gov. Stone Witholds His Approval From 
Legislation on Mortgare Redemptions. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 232.—Late last 
night Gov. Stone vetved the mortgage 
bill.’ Tne provisions of the measure were 
very radical and would have produced a 
change in the method of real estate trans- 
actions. The bill provided that when real 
estate was sold by trustee without fore- 
closure in court it was subject to redemption 
by the grantors, administrators or assigns at 


any time within one year after the sale upon 
payment of costs, interest aud purchase 
money, with the net income ofthe property 
deducied if there was any. The bill further 
provided that there shall be no right of re- 
ueniption in any case where the mortgagee 
Orowner ofthe equity wrongfully witholds 
—— from the purchaser for thirty 
aysafterthe demand in writing. When- 
ever real estate is solu by the trustee with- 
out foreciosure in court the sale shall operate 
as an absolute discharge of debt secured. 

Gov. Stone, after reviewing the bill at 
length, says: Wwe the bil would be of 
benennt to the debtor in some instances, it 
would be a hardship in others. I believe the 
best interests of the State will be subserved 
by witholding my approval of this bill.’’

Mark W. Harrington Writes a Letter 
on the Weather Bureau Inquiry. 


HE PROTESTS AS TO THE MANNER OF 
THE NOTIFICATION TO HIM, 


And Ears His Bureau Is ths Only One 
That Has Been Singled Out for Com- 
mendation by the House Appropria- 
tion Committee—Egan Congratulates 
Secretary of Agriculture Morton. 


WasHInGron, April 22.—Mark W. Harring- 
ton, Chief ofthe Weather Bureau, in a letter 
to Secretary Morton, protests against a con- 
tinuance of the investigation into the man- 
agement of the bureau, the charges made by 
Assistant Attorney General Colby, and the 
notice given to him thereof. 

It was expected that Mr. Harrington would 
meet Gen. Colby to-day and arrange the de- 
tails for reopening the investigation upon 
charges promulgated oarly inthe week as 
the resuit of the preliminary inquiry made 
by direction of the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. In his letter to Secretary Morton, how- 
ever, Mr. Harrington objects to the manner 
in which the charges were brought to his 
attention, claiming that he is entitled to an 
authoritative notice from the Secretary of 
Agricultare of charges against him and that 
he cannot properly consider as authentic 
such charges as he has had notice of 
through the public press and otherwise.’’ 

In conclusion he says: ‘‘I believe the 
Weather Bureau isthe only bureau that in 
the last two years has received spontaneous 
commendation for efficiency on the floor of 
the House of Representatives by the Chair- 
man of its Appropriation Committee. I 
will be prepared on Monday, April 24, at any 
hour after jo o’clock a. m., to attend with 
the counsel upon any investigation of which 
you shall give me personal notice.

CHARLES A. MANTZ DYING. 


An Old Resident cf St. Louis Lying at 


Death’s Door. 

Mr. Charles A. Mantz, one of the oldest and 
best Known citizens of St. Louis, is dying. 
He has been falling during the past year, 
and about four days ago was stricken with 
paralysis. HisJeath is but a question of a 
few hours. 

Charles Mantz was born in Georgetown, D. 
O., July 20, 1826, and eame to St, ouis in 
1839. He became connected with the Fran- 
script, with which he remained until 1849, when 
he went to Callfornia returning in 1852. 
He then commenced the study of law and 
was admitted to the bar by the Hon. Alexan- 
der Hamilton in 1857. 

Mr. Mantz’s career in local politics com- 
menced with his election as the Democratic 
candidate to the clerkship of the Land 
Court under Judge Bates in 1853, which 
position he held until 1859, when he ‘declined 
renomination. He was elected to the Board 
of Aldermen in 1867. Mr. Mantz was the can- 
Gidate for the Democratic nomination for 
Mayor in 1870, but was defeated at 
the convention on the twenty -seventh ballot. 
It was in 1868 that he represented Missouri in 
the National Democratic Committee. He 
was appointed City Collector in 1871, and, 
when that office was made elective, he was 
elected by the Democrats. He was also fora 
time one of jhe owners of the St. Louis 
Times. Mr. Mantz has six children, 
four daugbters and two sons, Mr. „Bud“ 
Mantz, the treasurer of the Oly mpie Theater, 
and Harry Mantz the local passenger agent 
of the Rock Island Railroad.

RIOT IN ARMAGH. 


Collision Between Home Rulers and 
Unionists—Shots Exchanged.

CANNOT SURVIVE. 


Nine Men Imprisoned by Fire in a Mine 
—The Company Ruined. 


Burr, Mont., April22.—Fire broke out in 
500-foot level of the Texas Silver Bow Shaft 
No. 2and imprisoned Edward Pascoe, Richard 
Andrews, S. Rovetta, Frank Gerard, Richard 
Trembath, Thomas Gray, James Nattio, 
Antonio Beara and kvan Peughs. All the 
men were miners. The fire is supposed to 
have been caused by the explosion of a 
lamp. No hopes are entertained that any of 
the men in the Silver Bow mine can survive. 
Efforts to rescue them were abandoned last 
night. The damage cannot be estimated, 
but it is great. The Butte and Boston Co. 
only recently recovered from the loss of a 
smelter, which burned tothe ground. The 
property 1s almost exclusively owned in Bos- 
ton. Its finances are in poor shape and this 
loss will prove a shock to stockholders, 


BURNED TO A CRISP. 

BEAVER FALLS, Pa., April 22.— A fire broke 
outinthe tin storeofJulius Mathieus, 1521 
Seventh avenue, yesterday morning. Before 
the department arrived two terrific explo- 
sions occurred in the building, scattering the 
fire in all directions. The explosions were 
occasioned by the bursting of two barrels of 
gasoline. Thefire spread to the store of M. 
A. Corbett &Co., the dwelling of J. Witten- 
berg, all of which were destroyed. Mr. and 
Mrs. Mathieus slept in a room over their 
store and were burned to a crisp. Their 
charred and unrecognized remains were dis- 
covered and removed) after the fire was ex- 
tinguished. The origin of the fire is un- 
known. The money loss is about $8,000, part- 
ly covered by insurance. 


DAMAGES $50,000. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., April 22.—At4o’clock this 
morning fire damaged the stock and building 
of the Sheffer & Rossem leather and fur estab- 
lishment in Jackson street to the probable 
extent of $530,000. The damage was chiefly

STARTED IN A CQLORED CHURCH, 

KINGSTON, N. C., April 22.—Fire started yes- 
terday afternoon in a colored church, near 
the Kingston Lumber Co. 's plant. The 
church and ten other buildings were des- 
troyed. The residences were those of A. 
Mitchell, E. M. Hodgens and rs. Potter. 
The large gin house and fertilizer millof A. 
Mitchell was also destroyed. Several of the 
bulldings were occupied by negroes. The 
total loss is about $15,000; insurance about 
$6,000. 


MAX JUDD’S REJECTION. 


He Discredits Current Rumors—Will Re- 
sign it Objected To. 


Cablegrams from Vienna state that Count 
Kalnoky, the Austrian Premier, has notified 
Minister Grant that Max Judd cannot be re- 

ceived as Consul-Generalto Austria because 
he wasformerly an Austrian subject and is 
engaged in the emigration business. Mr. 
Judd does not believe the story, as he says 


that his credentials could not have yet ar- 
rived in Vienna. 4s tothe fact that he was 
an Austrlan subject, he says that he left that 
empire when but 10 years of age and became 
an American citizen as soon as possible. A 
case in which a Consul who had formerly 
been an Austrian subject was received 
occurred during Mr. Cleveland’s first term. 
Mr. Judd stated that he had been assured by 
Secona Assistant Secretary of State Adee that 
there was little probability of objection be- 
ing made to his appointment. Should the 
Austrian Government object, Mr. Judd said 
he would resign. 


An Erring Couple.

Offers of Gold Received at the Treasury 
Cover the Withdrawals. 


— 


SECRETARY CARLISLE REFUSES TO GIVE 
THE SOURCES OF SUPPLY. 


Wall Street Is Confident That There Will 
Be Enough and the Sensational Talk 
Has Died Away-—Tuesday’s Ship - 
ments Will Amount to 82,500,000 at 
Least—No Prospect for a Bond Issue. 


WASHINGTON, April 22.—The gold reserve 
depleted yesterday is intact to-day, offers 
aggregating nearly $4,000,000 having been re- 
ceived and accepted by the Secretary this 
morning. Secretary Carlisle said he did not 
think, in justice to those who were disposed 
to supply the Government with gold, that 
their names should be published, and for 
that reason alone he did not think it wise to 
state names and places from which the of- 
fers came. He was feeling quite good 
over the fact that offers aggregated 
a sufficient amount to make the gold 
reserve intact and leave a little 
free gold inthe Treasury. He expressed the 
hope that it would continue. to increase 80 
that he would be able to meet any demand 
made on the Treasnry for gold for export on 
next Tuesday. He stated that the Treasury 
would continue the policy now being pur- 
sued of paying out gold for the Treasury coin 
notes, and atan early hour yesterday when 
it seemed that the reserve would be en- 
croached upon he directed the Sub-Treas- 
urer at New York to continue paying these 
notes as heretofore. He was, therefore, ata 
loss to understand how any uncertainty pre- 
valls in the public mind as to the action of 
the Treasury Department in the premises. 
That such uncertainty still prevails, how- 
ever, is evident from the numerous tele- 
grams being received by the President and 
Secretaries Carlisle and Lamont, and from 
the further fact that several prominent New 
York bankers are here to-day forthe pur 
pose of getting, if possible, a better and 
clearer knowledge ofthe financial situation 
from personal interviews with Cabinet 
and Treasury ofiicials. 

It is interesting to note, in connection with 
the gold situation, how, during the past few 
years, the Treasury has gradually lost gold. 
On Jan. 81, 1889, the net goldinthe Treasury 
was $194,000,000; on Jan. 81, 1890, 5177. 000, 000; 
Jan. 31, 1891, $141,000,000; Jan. 31, 1892, $119,000, 
000, and Jan. 41, 1898, $108,000,000. 


ALL QUIET IN NEW YORE. 
New YORK, April 22.—A calmer air pervaded 
the Sub-Treasury and its neighborhood this 
forenoon. The positive knowledge that the 
Government had met all demand in gold 
yesterday, that there had been no discrim- 


ination between treasury notes and green 

backs and the apparently firm belief 
that that course had been adopted 
in obedience tothe wish of President Cleve- 
land, in pursaance of the fixed policy of the 
Government to maintain the parity between 
gold and silver, evidently had a soothing 
effect, and there Was a good deal less sensa- 
tional talk around than there was yesterday. 
This was also of course partly due to the fact 
that gold is not as a rule drawn on Saturdays 
for shipment, although there was an excep- 
tion even to that rule to-day. At 10:80 o’clock 
it was said by Mr. Muhiman that $700,000in 
gold had been ordered to-day. 

As an offset tothis, however, it was said 
that it was known that $100,000 in gold was 
to be sent into the Sub-treasury to-day. There 
were also rumors that some ofthe gold taken 
yesterday wight bereturned to the Treas- 
ury on Monday ifthe situation should be 
still further improved. The actual 
condition of the United States Treasury could 
not be accurately stated here this morning 
because it was not known how much had 
been pald out or received at other sub-treas- 
urles. 

Conrad N. Jordan, the new Assistant 
Treasurer, was not expected at the Sub-Treas- 
ury to-day until later in the day. His bond 
has been approved of, but he was not to take 
charge until after the close of business. He 
will hold an informal reception this after- 
noon. 

Estimates place the shipments of Id by 
next Tuesday’s steamer at $2,500,000. eldel- 
bach, Kickelhbeimer & Co., as already stated, 
have ordered 750, 000 gold at the Sub- Treasury 
and have paid for it in greenbacks and $200, - 
000 in treasury notes. Ladenburg, Thalman 
& Co. will ship $500,000 on the day named. 
Thisis all that has been positively engaged 
thus far. 


WILL ISSUE STATE MONEY. 


TENNESSEE BANKS AUTHORIZED TO ADD $25,- 
000,000 TO CIRCULATION. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 22.—An act was 
passed by the Legislature of Tennessee and 
since approved by the Governor giving au- 
thority to State banks to issue a circulating 
medium. The act requires a deposit of 
United States, State of Tennessee or county 
bonds, and currency will be issued for the 
bank on these securities not in excess of 90 


er cent of their market value. The act 
imits currency to be issued by the State to 
000, 000. Periodical examinations of banks, 
redemption of currency and other features 
of the national banking law are adhered to. 
The banks must redeem their circulating notes 
on demand in gold or silver. No county 
bonds will be accepted where the indebted - 
ness of the county exceeds 5 per cent of the 
taxable property, and if the county has de- 
faulted any time in years prior on its inter- 
est the circolating medium ig to ‘ete 
by the President and casiier of the bank and 
countersigned by the State Comptroller. 
The act says: 

The object sought bv this Legislature being to 
furnish the citizens ofthis State a safe, sound and 
trustworthy currency, possessin sufficient elas- 
ticity to meet the demands of the manufacturing, 
farming and business interests and exigencies of 
the times, acurrency based on some securities, the 
stability and sufficiency of which no one can ques- 
tion or doubt, to be overlooked, supervised and 
guarded by the State s chiefofficers for the benefit 
aad protection of the public.

THE ACTUAL ANNIVERSARY. 


HUMBERT AND MARGHERITA CELEBRATING 
THEIR SILVER WEDDING. 


Rome, April 22.—The fetes in honorof the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the marriage of 
King Humbert and Queen Margherita are 
being continued to-day. As to-day is the 
actual anniversary of the marriage which 
occurred April 22, 1868, the festivitiesare at 
their height. The weather is most favorable 
and the bright sunshine adds tothe brilliancy 
of the spectacle. The public offices and 
schools throughout the country are closed, 
the streets are gaily bedeckedand immense 
crowds throng the vicinity of the Quirinal. 
King Humbert and Queen Margherita heard 
mass to-day in their private chapel. Their 
majesties received telegrams of congratula- 
tion from the Prince of Wales and from 
Queen Victoria and all the other sovereigns 
of Europe. The German Emperor and Em- 
press drove to the Church of San Pietro in 
Montorio, erected in the year 1500 for Ferdi 
nand and Isabella of Spain, on the spot 
where Peter is said to huve suffered martyr- 
dom. They returned to the Quirinal by the 
fashionable and well shaded drive called the 
Pincio and were cheered all along the routes, 
going and coming dy enthusiastic crowds,

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A DECISIVE MAJORITY. 


IRISH HOME-RULE BILL PASSED THE 
COMMONS THIS MORNING. 

Loxvpox, April 22.—Mr. Morley moved the 
cloture in the House of Commons this morn- 
ing on the conclusion of Mr. Gladstone’s 
Speech, and it was adopted. Vote was then 
taken on the second reading of the home-rule 
bill, which carried by a vote of 347 to 3804. 
Every Nationalist member voted with the 
majority. There was great excitement and 
much cheering. Arthur J. Balfour had led 
the debate in opposition to the bill. 

He asserted that four assemblies with four 
executives could not be operated harmoni- 
ously with the Imperial Parliament. He did 
not believe this childish imitation of the 
United States constitution would commend 
itself to the British public. The only two ar- 
guments that could be adduced in favor of 
the Dill was that the nation had failed apd 
that coercion had failed. 

After.confusion among the Irish members, 
Mr. Balfour proceeded to show that agrarian 
crime ina Ireland was worst ve 
fore the union. He pronounced it ab- 
surd to hold England responsivle for 
Ireland’s woes, although it might be ad- 
mitted that England had sometimes played a 
sorry part toward her sister country. Who 
could but feel disgusted with the creeping 
hypocrisy ofthe man who, although aware 
of the history of Ireland, threw upon En- 
gland the responsibility of Irish wrongs? 
The Government had not answered the ar- 
gument that the bill would be an Injustice to 
the English tax-payer. Everybody knew the 
British Parliament supremacy would be but 
apapersupremacy. The Irish would have 
the real and the British the illusory su- 
premacy. How could thesetwo majorities 
work together? The bili was a step toward 
separation though not a decisive one. 

Mr. Gladstone in reply said: ‘‘The princi- 
pal weapons of the opposition are bold as- 
sertions, persistent exaggeration, constant 
roisconstruction and copious, arbitrary and 
baseless prophecies.’’ 

There wasnothingtoterrify men desiring 
to accomplish a great object. How must 
Ireland be governed if this lau de rejected, 
Lord Salisbury had asked for twenty years of 
coercion, but as the policy of converting 
Ireland to Protestantism, inaugurated under 
Queen Elizabeth, had failed down to the 
present time, what ground was there for 
hope that in but twenty years more it 
would succeed? The late Government 
had started with a majority or 
120. Future generations would not see 
such a majority again, yet their whole policy 
had failed. The present bill sought toclose 
a controversy of centuries. There had been 
no Irish disaffection since the door of hope 
had been opened tothem. Todeny Ireland 
home rule wasto say she lacked the ordinary 
faculties of humanity. The bill would take 
its place in history—early history—as not the 
least durable, fruitful and blessed among 
the accomplished acts of the Liberal party.

Roux, April 22.—A severe earthquake shock 
occurred at 2:30 this morning at Milazzo, on 
the north coast of Sicily. This shock was fol- 
lowed by others equally as severe. What 
damage was done has not been reported. 


CONSUL-GENERAL GOLDSCHMIDT THANKED. 

VIENNA, April 22.—The Chamber of Com- 
merce of Vienna has adopted a vote of thanks 
to Julius Goldschmidt, Consul-General at 
Vienna for the United States, in recognition 
of the Consul-General having used his influ- 
ence for the promotion of Austrian trade 
with the United States, despito the McKinley 
law. 


OPPONENTS OF HOME RULE. 

Lorpor, April 22.—Seven hundred dele- 
gates from Ireland arrived in London to-day 
toattenda meeting in opposition to Irish 
home rule, to be held in Albert Hall. The 
delegates wore orange and green. They are 
to be entertained at breakfastand dinner by 
aristocratic members of the Unionist party 
of Great Britain.

BEERING SEA INDEMNITY. 


Sealers Paid for Inactivity on Account of 
the Modus Vivendi. 


VicTroria, British Colombia, April 22.—Col- 
lector of Customs Milne received yesterday 
from Ottawa a statement of the indemnity 
awarded to sealers to compensate them for 
losses sustained last year. Owing to the 
operation of the modus vivend! claims were 
made by forty-four sealers, but allowances 
were made to only twenty-five. 

The claims of eleven schooners were re- 


ected because it was shown that their earn- 
ngs covered the outlay of their owners. The 
owners, captains, mates, crews and hunters 
of the twenty-five schooners receivea total 
of $96,484 for losses. In addition each 
schooner, inciuding the eleven rejected, is 
allowed $100 for exponses incurred in prepar- 
ing its case. This makes a grand total of 


$100, 334. 

The apportionments vary in sums from $200 
to $10,000. The bulk of the money goes to the 
owners, they being the chief losers.

WHERE JUDGE RICKS’ FAMOUS DECISION 
WILL BE REVIEWED. 


Leborers’ Attorneys Have Littie Confi- 
dence of a Favcrable Ruling, but Wil! 
Carry the Fight Into centres — Cloth - 
ing Cutters, Loekei Out by Employers, 
Wina Substential Victory. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Ac 22.—The exciting 
legal contest over the rights and respons!- 
bilities of labor which culminated in Judge 
Ricks’ recent decision at Toledo, is about to 
be removed to the United States Supreme 
Court. The attorneys who will represent the 
labor organizations are already here. They 
include E. W. Harper of Terre Haute, Ind., 
who has been general counsel of the Brother - 
hood of Engineers for many years. Kx-Con- 
gressman Frank Hurd of Toledo arrived 
yesterday to assist the labor men in their 
contest. 

The proceedings willbe by habeas corpus 
to secure the release of Engineer Lennon, 
whois the man convicted under Judge 
Ricks’ ruling and sentenced to prison. The 
Lennon case will be made a test before the 
Supreme Court and if Messrs. Harper and 
Hurd are notableto shake the decision of 
the lower court they will then ay,ypeal to 
Congress on its reassembling forsuch a re- 
vision of the law as to overcome the dis- 
astrous effects of the ruling upon any labor 
organizations. 

Mr. Harper says that writs which concern 
the restraint of personal liberty are given 
immediate hearing before the Supreme 
Court, so that he expects not only a hearing 
next Monday, but a decision of the impor- 
tant points involved before the end of next 
week. Such a decision will be of far- 
reaching consequences, as it will give a 
national aspect to the rulings of Judge 
Ricks. 

Messrs. Harper and Hurd, while hopeful or 
securing a reversal of the action of the lower 
court,are not unprepared to see it confirmed, 
andinthat event they will at once begin 
preparing to present the subject to Congress 
next fall. 

It was the general opinion of the best legal 
authorities of the Senate before the recent 
adjournment that Judge Ricks’ decision was 
strictly within the letter of the law as he 
found it, and that no other interpretation of 
the law was possible. 

Senator Cullom said on the floor of the 
Senate that it was the law and not the de- 
cision that was at fault, and that if labor de. 
sired relief it would have to appeal to Con- 
gress to have the law changed rather than 
appeal to the courts. The legal representa- 
tives of the labor interests are inclined to 
share this view. but they will make this last 
appeal to the highest court in the land ia or- 
der that the decision may be given a national 
character, and thus appeal more strongly to 
the next Congress. 


TOPEKA, Kan., April 22.—Attorneys Noah 
Allen and Frank Herald have been engaged 
by the Santa Fe strikers to contest the in- 
junction proceedings against them in the 
District Court. Eighteen of the men brought 
here from Pennsylvania to fll the strikers’ 
places quit work yesterday on the ground 
that they had been induced to make the 
journey by false representations. When they 
came, they say, they had no idea they were 
torfill strikers’ places. 

Fully half the positions vacated by strik- 
ing blacksmiths have been filled. It is thought 
that the company will have a full force of 
men at work in the boillershops by Monday. 
Most of the men employedare new men. 
Judge Hazen has slightly modified the in- 
unction against the strikers issued last 
Vednesday night. 


CUTTERS WIN. 


TERMS OF THE EMPLOYING CLOTHING MAKERS’ 
DEFEAT IN NEW YORK. 


New YorK, April 22.—The lockout of the 
clothing cutters, which has lasted for nearly 
four weeks, is over. Thefight has been one 
of the greatest labor struggles that New 
York has seen in years, and has resulted in 
what is practically acomplete victory for the 


cutters. 

Both the officers of the cutters and the 
manufacturers refused to talk about the 
terms of the agreement yesterday, but it is 
stated that the following concessions had 
been made by the manufacturers: 

The men are to go back totheir old places 
ina — and while the manufacturers do 
not say in so many words that the hands who 
took their places will be discharged, it is un- 
derstood that they must be to make room for 
the old men. 

In cases wherethe men cannot on account 
ot the state of the state of trade de continued 
in their old places, the manufacturers have 
pledged themselves to find them employment 
at equal waves in the shops of other members 
ofthe Clothing Manufacturers’ Association. 

The minimum wages aretobe $20a week 
for shears cutters, and $24 for knife cutters 
andthe apprentices is not to be more than 
one to ten cutters. There are to de seven 
legel holidays at full pay during the year and 
Saturday half holidays from May to Septem- 
ber. Ihe legal holidays are to be New Years 
day, Decoration Day, Incependence Day. 
Laer Day, Thanksgiving, election day and 
Christmas.

whether an interview given publicitya few 
weeks ago was authorized by him. The in- 
terview set forth the aim and object of the 
American Railway Union, of which Mr. Debs 
is Prosident, and harshiv criticised the 
Brotherbood of Firemen. In résponse to the 
question Mr. Debs said the inter7iew was 
authentic. the committee will report back 
to the lodge next Wednesday and immediate 
action will be taken. The members will not 
express an opinion, but it is quietly given out 
that Mr. Debs will be erpsiled irom the 
lodge. This will also sever his connec- 
tion withthe magazine. A peculiar feature 
of the trouble is that many of the very feat- 
ures Of the order criticised by Mr. Debs were 
adopted during the last few years mainly 
upon his recommendations.

RAILROAD PROGRESS. 


Exhibit the New York Central Is 
ing to the World's Fair. 


New Tonk, April 22.—There was a great 
crowd all day long yesterday in the annex 
of the Grand Central Depot to see a section 
of the World’s Fair exhibition to be fur- 
nished by the New York Central Co. Along- 
side the latest and largest engine constructed 
by the company was a facsimile ofthe first 
railroad train ever runin America, drawn in 
1831 by the locomotive DeWitt Ulinton over 
the d ohawk 4 Hudson Raliroad track. 

The modern engine thatis to represent the 
Central’s progress is of the class that now 
drawsthefast Empire State express, after 
which it Is named. It is the largest and 
heaviest piece of machinery ever turned out 
in this country and is a mass of black boiler 
metal, steel and handsome woods. It Is 
— n feet high and weighs more than 100 
ons. 

Alongside of it the reproduction of the 
De Witt Clinton was a pigmy. Attached to 
the latter are three of the early passenger 
cars, which are nothing more than the old 
Style stage coaches mounted on iIron-flanged 
wheels. The DeWitt Clinton was dullt 
at the West Point foundry, at the 
foot of Beach street, New Tork, in 
1831. She was mounted on four wheels, 4 feet 
6 inches in diameter, and there were two 
cylinders 542 inches in diameter by 16 inches 
stroke. The weizht ofthe engine was about 
six tons. The boller had thirty copper tubes 
242 inches in diameter. As it would require 
ten days for this little train to travel to Chi- 
cago it will be mounted on fiat cars and be 
drawn to the World's Fair city behind the 
big engine now on exhibition with it.

POWER FROM AXLES. 


An Economical System of Railroad Car 
Lishtin z by Electricity. 

New York, April 22.—A highly satisfactory 
trialtrip of.the car lighted by a new railway 
electric system was made last nignt over the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey from Newark 
to Rosalie and return with the car which was 
equipped with the necessary lights and ma- 


chinery, and has already been run over 3,000 
miles of track asa test. It isan ordinary 
railroad passenger coach, in which there are 
twenty-five 8-candle power incandescent 
lamps, one of whichis in the dynamo room, 
the small apartment ordinarily used for tol- 
let purposes. During the tripthe lights were 
clear, white and steady, and the motion of 
the car in no way affected them, sufficient 
light being given to fully illuminate at least 
two coaches. 

The one-horse power dynamo on which the 
electricity is generated, gets its power from 
tne axle by a series of sprocket wheels and 
chain belts and two shafts between the axle 
and the direct connecting shafts of the dy- 
namo. One of the intermediate shafts is 
movable or swings and makes the chain belts 
conformto every movement of the car at 
whatever speed. The power taken from the 
car axle has heretofore gone to waste, and 
the process by which it is being used to make 
electricity is called equalizing of power and 
by the mechanical contrivances the ill ef- 
fects of oscillation and vibration have been 
overcome. 

While the train is in motion the lightsare 
made directly from the electricity generated 
up toa certain limit of speed, which is fixed. 
When higher speed is obtained the ye 
fluous electricity generated is stored in t- 
teries under the cars so that Ina given time 
there is sufficient electricity on hand to — 2 
ply the lights four hours without the train 
moving. The machinery complete weighs 
about 90) pounds, but no power Is taken from 
the axle until the train has attained the fixed 
degree of speed. It is expected that ina 
short time improvements will lessen the 
weight and reduce the cost to less than that 
of any of the present systems, besides giving 
better light. Thesystem is the invention of 
two Newarkers, each about 25 years old. It 
is the outcome ofnearly four years of work.

MONOPOLY’S FAIR THING. 


When the City Council agreed to give 
away a franchise to the Bell Telephone Co. 
to construct and operate a subway in the 
streets, no limits as to charged and no con- 
ditions were imposed upon the company 
because, as Councilman Anderson put it, 
We can trust the company to do the fair 
thing.’’ In this connection the following 
summary ofthe annual report of the Bell 
company is peculiarly interesting: 

During the past year the earnings from 
Rentals from Telephone“ were 88, 803, 753.10; 
the Expenses of Operation“ were $878, 272.89, 
or about ll per cent of the rental of tele- 
phones. The total gross earnings were 
$5,100,886.59; the total expenses were $1, 689, 
211.81, leaving net earnings of $3,411,674.68, or 
just about two-thirds of the gross earnings. 

The average corporation is regarded as 
making luxuriant profits when its net 
earnings amount to one-third of its gross 
earnings; yet, according to its own official 
report, the Bell company realizes a clear 
profit of over two-thirds or about 70 per 
cent of its gross earnings. This is the 
way it does the ‘‘fair thing.’’ It rolls in 
monopoly ‘‘fat’’ and gouges the people 
out of millions of their earnings to enrich 
its greedy stockholders. 

The manager of the local Bell company 
issaid to be preparing another subway 
franchise bill for introduction into the new 
Municipal Assembly. We indulge the 
hope that a majority of that body will be 
able to distinguish between a fair 
thing’’ anda ‘‘fat thing.’’

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TWO CASES IN POINT. 


Public officers would do well to study 
the recent experience of Indianapolis and 
Detroit before granting any more fran- 
chises to corporations seeking to perform 
a public service. 

In Indianapolis a street railway fran- 
chise has been sold on terms so favorable 
tothe city that revenue amounting to 
$11,000,000 is expected during the thirty 
years of the franchise life. This victory 
has not been won without hard work. The 
most serious obstacle encountered was the 
threat that public improvements would be 
stopped should the company be refused its 
own terms. It was maintained that the 
revenue claim of the city was extortionate, 
but when this argument was compared 
with the prospect held out to investors it 
was seen thatthe poverty plea was pure 
‘*bluff.’’ The city held out, a new com- 
pany took the prize and paid a good round 
sum for it. 

In Detroit the city officers take their 
duties seriously. That is, they look out 
for the city’s interests. Cheap gas was 
demanded. After the usual bluffing the 
gas company weakened and began to talk 
compromise. A representative of the 
monopoly called on the Mayor and pro- 
posed a dollara thousand, but here is the 
remarkable Mayor’s reply: 


No, $ia thousand won’t do. Ifyou want 
to compromise with me—if yau have been 


‘| sent here for that purpose-—the proposition 


will only be considered upon one basis. You 
must put your gas right down to es cents a 
thousand. Asyou have classified meas the 
city of Detroit, I don't mind telling you that 
thatis all the city of Detroit is inclined to 
pay for its gas. Was there anything else you 
desired to say to me? My time is naturally 
very much occupied just now.

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HIS CASE WILL BE DISCUSSED BY THE 
BOARD OF STEWARDS 


An Opinion Prevails That the Memphis 
Club Pad No Rich to Bar Him Out 
After Publishing His Stake Entries— 
The Base Ball World—Cyoling—Sport- 
ing News. 


The stewards of the St. Louis Jockey Club 
will hold a meeting the coming week tocon- 
sider what action should be takenif Frank 
Van Ness, owner of Morello, should come to 
this point and endeavor to start his perform- 
ers. Van Ness was ruled off the trotting turf 
several yearsago by the National Trotting 
Association for ‘‘ringing’’ a horse. Now, one 
section of rule 20 of the American racing 
rules, which govern all of the American Turf 
Congress meetings, specifies that all persons 
expelled by either the National or American 
Trotting Association shall stand ruled off the 
race courses of the American Turf Congress 
during the continuance of such expulsion. 
This rule was adopted by the American Turf 
Congress when Charles Green of this city was 
its President a number of years ago. Van 
Ness was notified last year by Walter Vos- 
burg, Secretary of the Board of Control, that 
his entries would not be accepted any more 
on any of the tracks coming under the juris- 
diction of the Board of Control, which was 
his reason for coming out West to race this 
season. Theaction of the Board of Control 
was due tothe queer running of India Rub- 
ber, one of Van Ness’ horses, last season. 
This fact was no secret in Western turf 
circles, but the additional one that he had 
been ruled off by one of the dig 
trotting organizations was not known and 
when it was announced by Judge Clark at 
Memphis it created a tremendous sensation. 

Should Judge Clark’s decision be recog- 
nized by all of the American Turf Congress 
clubs the crack Morello and all the remain- 
der of Van Ness’ Elkton string will not be 
permitted to race under his colors on auy of 
the Western tracks outside of the Chicago 
trio, Washington and Garfield Pargs and 
Hawthorne, neither of which are members of 
the Turf Congress. This, however, will be 
poor consolation for Van Ness, if his cracks 
are barred out from running for the rich 
stakes for which they are entered at this city 
and Nashville. 

President Wells of the St. Louls Jockey 
Club was in the stand at Memphis when 
Judge Clark announced to Van Ness the fact 
that he would not de permitted to start any 
of his horses. The St. Louis President under- 
stands the matter thoroughly and will place 
the whole business before his racing stew- 
ardsin an unprejudiced light. Mr. Wells 
makes no secret ofthe fact that he would 
like to have the Van Ness horses, particu- 
larly Morello, attend the Fair Grounds meet- 
ing, but, of course, he Is not goingto advise 
his stewards to let them start when they 


have no right to do so. 

The fact that Van Ness has been ruled of 
the trotting turf was brought to 
light by the Scroggan Bros. and Cushing and 
Orth, so the story goes. The Louisville and 
Little Rock turfmen had entries in most of 
the stakes at Little Rock, Memphis and Nash- 
ville which were suppos to be easy 
**graft’’ for the champion Morello. With 
Van Ness’ crack out the Messrs. Scogreans 
and Cushing and Orth stood much Detter 
chances for success, but with him in their 
prospects were decidedly blue. The result 
was they sprung the story that Van Ness had 
been ruled off by a trotting organization, 
which put a stop to Morello going tothe post 
in any of the big stakes sofar decided. This 
enabied Cushing and Orth to capture the 
Tennessee Derby with Calhoun andthe Gib- 
son stakes with Lookout, while the Scog- 
gans Bros. won the Peabody Hotel handicap 
with Buck McCann. If Morello had been per- 
mitted to start in these events he would have 
easily enough defeated the Cushing and Orth 
and scoggans Bros.’ horses. According to 
their performances last season, Morelloisa 
Tammany, while Calhoun, Lookout and 
Buck McCann, when compared with him, 
are mere selling platers. 

That Van Ness’ case is 
hopeless may be seen from 
ing statement which comes from 
an authoritative source: Frank Van 
Ness will have a good cause for action,’’ 
said a well-known turfman, speaking about 
the matter this morning, ‘‘against the 
Memphis Jockey Club for throwing out his 
stake entries, The club can refuse torecelve 
any man’s entries, and no court in the land 
will compel it to accept them, but after an 
entry has been accepted and published tue 
clubis bound to allow the horse to Start, 
providing neither he nor his owner is ruled 
off a regular track because of fraud. If the 
Memphis Club accepted entries from Van 
Ness for stakes there is no chance for barring 
him out and all other entries must stand. 

No one denies the right of any association 
to race under any rules that it sees ft to 
adopt, and if Memphis desiresto bar out 
Frank Van Ness from its over-night events 
there is nothing to prevent its doing so, 
When it comes to the stakes, however, if 
Van Ness’ entries have been received and 

ublished, the club cannot prevent his 
Berges from starting.
